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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has added new claims 56-61 , which include the new limitation that the transparent dielectric layer has 
"a substantially planer" upper surface, which was never previously claimed. As a result, only upon further search and consideration will 
patentability of these claims be determined. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's only argument is that Nakamura 
cannot be combined with Kim '008 because placing the conductive layer (104) of Kim '008 over the alignment layer (294) of Nakamura 
would be "impossible" since Applicant rightly asserts that "alignment layer must be directly in contact with the liquid crystal layer." 
However, Applicant has miscontrued the combination proposed in the Office Action. The alignment layer (294) taught in Nakamura was 
recited in the Office Action to indicate that a dielectric layer existed over the conformal reflective layer. However, the conductive layer 
(104) of Kim '008 was not combined to be placed over the alignment layer (294) of Nakamura as interpreted by Applicant. Rather, it is 
clearly explained in the Office Action that Kim teaches "a first transparent conductive layer (104) over [its own] dielectric layer (126)." 
Thus, the combination was was to combine both the conductive layer (104) and the underlaying dielectric layer (126) so as to rest over the 
confromal reflective layer of Nakamura in order to prevent light leakage that would occur around the border of the pixel electrode as well 
as improve display contrast (col. 7, lines 35-64). Therefore, Applicant's argument is not persuasive and does not place the application in 
condition for allowance. 
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
